Lewis K. Bridge, sworn. The prisoner entered the store of Judd 
& Co. and stated that be wished to purchase some oi! and lamps ; 
he left a memorandum of the things he said he required, and request- 
ed they should be sent on beard the boat for Providence—this was 
on ‘Lluesday. On Saturday witness returned and after stating that 
1¢ had bought some more oil in Exchange street, he asked for a me- 

iorandum of his bill, witness stated that it amounted to ab ut 
$400, the prisoner had represented that he was one of the firm of 
Lynds, Scute and Lynds in Syracuse, and that he had brought down 
goods with him to thiseity. After he had made a memorandum of 
the amount of the account he went out, and returned in a few min- 
ites; he then tendered a check for 709 purporting to have been 
drawn by the firm of Goddard and Libby ; witness at first refused to 
take the check, but the prisoner stated he would accompany witness 
to the store of Goddard and Bibby if he had any doubt of iis worth ; 
ihis sati-fied witness, who immediately accepted it, and gave a check 
for the balance of the bill, amounting to $380 20. On presenting 
the check at the Bank, witness was informed that no such firm had 
an accountthere: ‘lhe check given by the witness appeared to have 
been drawn a short time before, as the sand was not dry on it; the 
goods were not delivered. ; 

Christopher Hubbard examined—Does the business of the firm of 
Goddard and Bibby, in 18 Exchange street ; Bibby is dead, and God- 
dard is now in England; the check is a forgery. — 

Benj. L Hays examined—Knows the prisoner for some time; his 
name is Jackson. 

Christian B. Morrison examined—Prisoner purchased goods to 
the amount of &40 from witness and requested his bill immediately ; 
he gave Jucd’s check for $330 20, and witness gave the balance 
part in cash and a check for the remainder. ‘ 

The examination ended here, and the jury returned a verdict of 
guilty of forgery in the third degree. . 

The prisoner was then arraigned on the charge of passing one 
forged check for $8000, purporturg to have been drawn by Dennis 
M’Carthy on Mr. Bogardus as part payment ofa lot of ground which 
he was intreaty for with Mr. Kipp, whose solicitor Mr. Bogardus | 
was.

THE INDIANS FROM GREEN BAY. 

On Wednesday last the delegation from the Menomenee tribe and 
the New York emigration Indians at Green Bay visited the Secretary 
of War, as the chief of the department to which their affaire are com 
mitted; and, afterwards, accompanied by the Secretary, the U. S- 
Agent, Col? Stambaugh, Gen. Mason, Major Forsyth, and the Inter. 
preters, witha large party of visitors, called upon their Great Fa- 
ther, the President. . 

At the War Department, they were addressed and welcomed by 
the Secretary. MKaush-kau-nau-naive, (the Grizzled Bear,) said he 
was glad tosee and shake hands with the chief te whom their Great 
Father had entrusted the affairs of his red children ; Col. Stambaugh 
had often told him he was the friend of the Red Men, which he ho-_ 
ped was true. He was glad to see him in good health, and that he 
and the other chiefs and warriors, had called to see their Great Fa- 
ther, the President. f 

The Secretary replied, that the agent had told them the truth , 
that he was extremely desirous of seeing them an improved and hap- 

y people. He advised them to give good heed to the advice of Col. 
Stambaugh ; to place every confidence in their spent ; for their 
Great Father had confided in him, and had placed him among them 
to give good counsel, and provide for their wants. He was happy 
to find that they were pleased with hin. He would make them com 
fortable while they remained here, and would now accompany them 
to the house of their Great Father, the President. 

On being wtroduced to the President, who shook them cord ally 
by the havd, he expressed his pleasure at seeing so many of his red 
brethren at one time, and all well and happy. He hoped that they 
left their friends well, and that they lived happy in their country.— 
Col. Stambaugh had informed him thatthey had come on buainess ; 
thot when they were well rested’from their long journey, he would 
tie happy to attend to their affairs. 

The Grizzled Bear rose and replied nearly as follows : 

Great Father: Our hearts are glad to see the Great Father of the 
Red Man. 1 live a great distance from your house, beyond the hills 
and the great lakes, and becanse the Great Spirit is pleased,*have ta- 
ken you by the hand in peace. I thank the Great Spirit for this. 

Great Father :1 thank you, and al! my people thank you, because 
you have sent our Father, Col. Stambaugh, to live ameng us. He 
Joves us and we love him. He has taken us by the hand and con- 
ducted us here, and put our hands in yours, and tanght us, your red 
children; to love you. No» all our hearts are one. 

Great Father: Col. Stambaugh, the Agent, came all the way here 
inthe path before us, because we wished him to do so; for he 
knows all our hearts, and will tell you all our wishes We wished 
to look on our Great Father's face and see his heart. 

Great Father : wished to see the Great Father and friend of the 
Red Man. Isee also in youa great war chief, and because I know 
the value of such men, | love to take you by the hand Our Father 
here knows our business ; and when you wish us to do so, we will 
meet our brothers, the New York Indians, in council. 

The President replied with much feeling. He said he was happy 
to see him pleased, especially with the Agent, Col. Stambaugh. It 
had been his wish to do the Menomene Nation good, and the Agent 
hid been selected with a view to that purpose; that his great 
abject was to select faithful agents on al) occasions; and through 
his advice and counsel all their difficulties might be settled ;— 
and he was glad td find they had such confidence in him, and that 
they had committed their busines to his care ; they would do well 
@hways to follow his advice. 

After partaking of refreshments, and examining the President's 
mansion, they returned highly gratified with their visit, and with 
the frankness and cordialily of the President. 

The Grizzlcd Bear is the principal orator and war chief of the Me- 
nomene Nation, who inhabit a beautiful country on Fox river, and 
other streams which empty into Green Bay, at the northern bend on 
Lake Michigan. They have always been the friends and allies of 
the whites, and have been conspicuous for their bravery in battle: 
There isa tradition at Green — that in the early wars of the

Menomenes, (called Folles Avoines, by the old writers,) gave many

European Prosprects.—The winds are unfavorable to 
Our impatience; and we have now, for ten days, no news 
from Europe. We were startled by military preparations 
and rumors of wars, and then again we learnt that the hori- 
zon was Clearing, and that peace was predicted; but even 
to the latest dates, all was uncertainty. Kussia had assu- 
med a menacing attitude ; ‘but whether hr young emperor 
would indeed be reckless enough to strike the first blow 
against European liberty—to light the first torch of K.uro- 
pean discord—seemed doubtful. Ere this, no doubt that 
great question is determimed. It is decided whether the 
march of liberty shall be gradual, constitutional, peaceful ; 
or, over fields of blood and slaughter, at the sacrifice of mil- 
lions of lives. 

Ere this, probably, Europe knows whether her kings 
have distinguished their true situation, have seen that the 
tide is running agaipst them, and that to struggle against it 
is to ruin themselves—or whether they too, like the infa- 
tuated Charles, see not, hear not, understand not, the 
mighty sigus of the times. Nothing but blindness or mad- 
ness could tempt them to risk the fortune of war at a junc- 
ture like this. If they will but remain quiet ; if they will 
suffer things to drag on slowly towards liberality, they may 
enjoy a life-rent of their thrones. If they pretend to carry 
things with a high hand as their ancestors did— tis all over 
with them. 

Kings are usually the very last to become acquainted 
with the march of the human mind and the progress of im- 
provement. Louis XVi. knew that his ancestor, Louis 
XIV., could do any thing with the French people ; and he 
forgot that times had changed since the days of the ** Great 
Monatch.” Charles’ fall was a lesson, to be sure, and a 
‘errible one; but it is very doubtful whether one lesson, 
however terrible, is sufficient; for the monarchical intellect 
is commonly dull enough. 

If there be no war, we shall be more inclined to ascribe 
the preservation of peace to the change of ministry in Eng- 
land, than to the prudence of European kings. Earl Grey 
cannot, for decency’s sake, do what Wellington might have 
done—join the Holy Alhance. Nay, a \\hig ministry can- 
not but side with France, in case of a struggle. Thus 
Wellington’s fall, though in other respects perhaps unim- 


the future destinies of Eurdpe. Had he remained in pow- 
er, there seems scarcely a doubt that there must have been 
another Holy Alliance, and ancther war of kings against 
nations. Indeeu, the Paris papers assert positively, and 
adduce documents in pfoot, that Wellington had pledged 
himself. If so, his disgrace must be a terrible blow to his 
Allies, 

Perhaps not the situation of France herself is more cri- 
tical than that of England. Loaded with an enormous 
debt, her farmers half ruined, her markets glutted, her labo- 
rers starving, it is no trifling storm ‘hai will clear the heavy 
atmosphere. If it does come to a violent crisisin England, 
it will be a tremendous one: and to a crisis we fear it must 
come. Men will not starve patiently; and the laboring 
classes of Great Britain are approaching the limits of siar- 
vation. They mast have some more efficient reform than 
a change of a dozen ministers, to satisfy their desires, or 
relieve their wants. 

From the commencement of the first revolutionary move- 
ment in France, we were convinced that the flame would 
extend across the channel; and we have seen nething to 
change our opinion since, We believe that there will be an 
English Revotution; and we hope and trust it may termi- 
nate as favorably as the French Kevolution did.

LET CHURCH AND STATE BE SEPERATE. 

In a furmer communication | noticed the impropriety of uniting 
the concerns of church and state, of ecclesiastical and civil things 
by exonerating priests from tixation to the amount of $1500, and 
bWendeavoring to get the mail business stopped on the firet day of 
the week. Mixing the oils of religion with the acids of politics, is 
like mixing oi! and water, or acids and alkalies together. And 
the people of these states dg not wholly avoid the. approxi- 
mation of carnal and spiritual government. For our legislators 
make their constituents, however much their constituents may be 
opposed toa hired ministry, pay for a priest to pray daily at the ope- 
ning of the halls of legislation. If legialators want priests, let them 
and not us pay their priests. Let them not force quakers and others 
to pay what they esteem to be hireling ministers. 

We aiso injure church and state by every civil-religious law that 
exists in ourcountry. No manor moman should be civilly bound to 
be religiously obedient to keep any day of the week. Consequent- 
ly, no judge, lawyer, or other civil officer should refuse to do civil 
justice, on a religious account. Ifhe did so r fuse, then he should 
do it at the peril and loss, Not of the applicant, but of the civil offi- 
cer that re‘uses. For Sabbaths should not be noticed by civil go- 
veriments with any other than civil views; and wherever sabbaths 
are noticed in civil affairs with religious views, such civil compul- 
sive notice has stept ont of its kingdom into God's kingdom, and in- 
terfered sacriligiously with the sacred things of God. It has inva- 
ded the rights of God and man. Notes and bonds should be good 
though executed on the sabbath.

CINCINNATI AS IT IS. 


Upwards of a year since, we gavea sketch of this city, from the 
first settlement down to the period at which we wrote. We shail 
now proceed to give some account of the itaprovements in it since 
the commeucemeat of the last year, which we have no hesitation in 
Sayiug are greater than ever were known in one of the same popula- 
tiv, aud we put our population down at thirty thousand. ‘I'his pop- 
uiation 1s COutained in a space not more than 2 i 2 miles front upon 
the river, extending back trom one. hundred yards toa mile asda 
quarter at the tarthest. Nearly or quite nine tenths of it are o-n- 
tained within a mile square! The number of buildings comm. ..ced 
within the last year, from our own observation, and the best infor- 
mation we can obtaim, 1s upwards of six hundred and fifty, at least 
three fourths.

Of the latter we*will mention Mr. Green’s 
block, on Front street, between Main and Walnut; Mr. Giimore’s 
and Mr. Mathard’s, ou Water street; Mr. Cassilly’s (nine in nume 
ber) on Frout street, adjoiming the steam mill; and many other 
blocks of two, three and four, particularly on Front, Fifth and Mam 
streets, the proprietors of which we do not know.

Hudsonand Mohawk Rail Road.—Conceiving that our readers 
will be gratified with a knowledge, of the progress and present con- 
dition of this work, we have obtained the following information from 
an accurate source. 

Of the excavation and embankment, more than two-thirds of the 
whole work is finished; the whole will be completed by the Ist of 
April; the culverts and bridges are all finished except the bridge 
over Pear] st. 

The stone blocks are nearly all delivered; these and the broken 
stone will be laid along the line by the Ist of April. 

The timber is all contracted for, and will be on the line by the Ist 
of May ; the iron rails will be ready about the same time. 

Two locomotive engines have been ordered by the company, and 
are expected to be on the road by the 15th July. 

The company expect to set a locomotive engine in operation by 
the 15th July between Lydius street, at Albany, and the brow of the 
hill, at Schenectady. 

The whole work will be completed by the 15th of October. 

It is intended to put the branch line for the accommodation of the 
northern and centre! parts of Albany under contract, as soon as the 
legislature authorises the same. 

“he Branch alluded to, is designed for the convenience of passen- 
gers ; and will probably enter the city atthe head of Washington 
street, extending down that street .as far ar Cruttenden’s and the 
Parks. The importance of this work, both for purposes of general 
utility, and as a pattern improvement, must be obvious to every 
man. The Company deserves the highest praise for the rapidity 
with which they have pressed its construction since its commence- 
meat. ‘The proposed branch will be of great convenience to pas- 
sengers, aud of advantage to the city. ‘The Company will apply to 
the legislature, at its present session, for leave to construct it ; and 
the application will be en.itled to the earliest consideration, from 
the circumstance that they wait only the legislative sanction to offer 
the contracts.

We learn by a late report of the Prison Discipline Society, that 
seventy five thousand persons are annually imprisoned in the United 
States for debt ; and more than half of this number for sums less 
thantwenty dollars. The facts area disgrace to our country—a 
sorrowful picture of our free institutions, Seventy five thousand 
free born citizens, guilty of no crime but poverty, annually dragged 
from their homes, from families who are dependent upon them for 
their daily bread, and cast into the loathsome cells of our prisons ! 
Isthis republican liberty, to leave the onfortunate at the mercy of 
unrelenting aristocrats, to shut out the wind and sunshine of Heaven 
from the needy and afflicted? Are we acting consistently, when, on 
our national anniversary, the thunder of artillery bursts fromevery 
hill top, and the shout of the reckless multitude echoes from every 
hamlet, to beast of freedom, whilst the groans of incarcerated thou- 
sands are ascending to the ear of eternal justice ? 

To imprison a free citizen for no other crime than the simple fact 
that he cannot ‘pay the paltry sum of five dellars, is an absurdity in 
our Jaws worthy only the dark ages of barbarism. But even sitting 
aside the palpable injustice of the law regulating imprisonment, 
does it auswer in duy.respect the end for which it was established / 
The Report above memioned, informs us that the creditors of the 
imprisoned have not on an average realized more than one per cent 
on the sums which they attempicd to collect in so barbarous a man- 
ner, Here then the question of its utility is settled—its cruelty is 
felt too broadly to be denied.

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POLITICAL REFORM. * 


_Nopolitical question which has been brought before the commu- 
nity formany years, has given rise to discussions so interesting and 
instructive, as that which relates to the right and expediency dime § 
viding, in every state, a useful and am#le education for all children 
and youth, appertaining to such state, whatever may be the pecun- 
iary circumstances of their respective parents. We have frequent- 
ly informed our readers of the zeal which has been displayed by the 
people in Pennsylvania and New York in favor of this measure. But 
it has by no means been confined, recently, to these states. Dela- 
ware, Massaghusetts, Connecticut, and Vermont are now awake to 
this important interest. The cause has been advocated, not by par- 
tizans and practiced politicians, but by the people themselves—the 
Working Men ; by ‘hens who, whilethey have tasted the sweets of 
liberty and have been taught by their political form of government 
to feel their eovereignty, have at the same time felt the iatolerable 
pressure of an irrational state of society. They have arisen—not 
as working men have somntimes arisen, to riot and disorder—but to 
reflection and to argument. Subjects that have heretofore been re- 
gard sacred to elevated jiterature--the origin of property—the 
objects of government, aud the principles of political economy, 
have been ably investigated in the columns of weekly and daily 
newspapers. Some have disposed to sneer at their arguments and 
cast contempt upon the subject. Not so with men of sense and 
learning. ‘itness the frank and'manly opposition of the Southera 
Review, published at Charleston Speaking of the measures above 
alluded to, the reviewer says—‘t However objectionable to us are 
the opinions propagated in the publications above enumerated (news- 
papers included) they are propagated with the zeal of men who are in 


| who, however mistaken, have brought to the work great energy and un- 
doubted talent. Weare inclinéd to believe that the next election in 
the city of New York will show that the votaries of the doctrines 
advocated in the Daily Sentinel, will amount to one third or one half 
of the voters of that city, formimg a political party of and for them- 
selves, and quite independent of the political parties usually before 
the public, whether as advocates of men or of measures.” 
But the Reviewer is decidedly opposed to this measure of univer- 
sal education. He regards it as a direct attack upon men of proper- 


ry to the very existence of civil society, ** that the right of propert 
belongs exclusively to those who have acquired it by any means al. 
lowed by the laws of the Jand.” Education, for all, at the public 
expense—extending that bezefi to those who have not the means 
of procuring it, at the public expense—he regards therefore, as in- 
consistent with the peace of socicty and the rights of individuals. 
But if we are to go no further than * the laws of the land,” to make 
any kind of acquisition rightful, then an education fund, derived from 
taxation, imposed by the law of the land, would be an acquisition, 
in favor of those benefited by it, ‘* honestly acquired by means al- 
lowed by the laws of the land.” 

But it has been well said in reply to the reviewers, that the friends 
of education are the real friends of order and the security of pro- 
perty. ‘That the people have the right to all political power is now 
an axiom. Which is the safest depository of power, an enlightened 
or an ignorant people? In speaking ofthe progress of the education 
party in New York, the reviewers affirm that ‘*the wealth of the 
wealthy is in danger.” “The remedy which they propose is to limit 
the right of suffrage. They would allow only men of property to 
vote. They deny the political rights of those who have not a stake in 
society; as if property was every thing and personal rights no- 
thing. The remedy proposed is impossible. The people of Amer- 
ica cannot be persuaded to take this step backward. It would be, 
if possible, a more silly project, than the late attempt of Charles 
X. and his ministers to ** put out the light” that the Press was dif- 
fusing through France, and subject the nation to despotic rule. It 
is too late in the day : the people must rule. And as there is no es- 
caping from the authority of King Numbers, the only question is 
| whether there would not be some advantage, and some security to 
those who do “hold a stake in society,” in giving to this multi- 

tudinous monarch a first rate education. ‘ Train him up in the way 
he should go,” and he will rule equitably. 

Much confidence as I have in the progress of mankind, in intelli- 
gence, morals, andthe principles of liberty ; yet that confidence is 
mainly based on the belief, chat they will soon awaken to the neces- 
sity of setting on foot a thorough system of education, intellectual 
and physical, scientific and practical, for all the rising generation. 
If we could only abandon a few of our prejudices—if we could only 
be persuaded that there is no degradation in usefulness, but little 
a would be required from government. Schools connecting 
industry and science would nearly—perhaps, if they were well or- 
ganized, they would entirely maintain themselves. 

Then there is no cause of alarm. If we are concerned for the 
security and happiness of our own children, when we have passed 
off the.stage of action, to know that we leave them among an en- 
| lightened and liberal people must be a consoling reflection. Intel- 

ligence is dangerous to a corrupt government ; but it is the security

Solomon, the wisest of men, made no distinction be- 
tween wisdom and uprightness, nor between the wicked man and 
the fool, When will the world learn that the royal sage of dsrael 
was right, and that all vice ts folly? . 





England.—The present condition of this country is such as to exe 
cite much attention in every observing mind, When we look at the 
spirit which is beginning to send forth iis influences through the 
common people, we cannot but feel that a moral volcano is burning 
under the aristocratic institutions and corrupt establishments of the 
British Crown, which must ere long uncap its destructive fires. 
Strong indications of a rebellious character are beginning to be pub- 
licly manifested, and not a few daring hearts have seized upon the 
avenues to the popular ear, to trumpet forth the abuses of the gov- 
ernment, and to summonthe underlings to vengeance and to arms. 
It is true that these indications of latent commotion are regarded 
by some as not worthy of notice, or as calculated to awaken any 
earnest solicitude in the bosoms of those who love peace, and are 
satisfied with the existing state of things ; but the fact cannot be 
concealed that there are not a few in the kingdom whose souls are 
fired with no small portions of that enthusiasm which rang through 
the streets of Paris, and hoisted the tri-color on the walls of the 
Thuilleries.

* This question was again brought up in Congress on Tuesday 
the 14th ult. by Mr. Coulter, of Pennsylvania, who presented a me- 
morial recommending the Mail to be discontinued on the Sabbath. 
On motion of Mr. Johnson, of Kentucky, it was committed to the 
Committee of the Whole on the State of the Union.” 


So much has been said in relation to the recent attempt of our 
christian brethren of a certain denomination, to prevent, by an act 
of Congress, the transmission of the Mails, and the opening of the 
Post-Offices, on the first day of the week, that we fear the very title 
of this article, will be viewed by our readers, as ominous of some- 
thing dry and uninteresting. But we, as guardians of the public 
weal, and as believers in the most sublime code of morals ever 
taught by man, claim a right to their attention—and however the 
may differ from us in opinion, it is, nevertheless, our duty to Pa 
out,—and speak rruts. When in the early part of the last session 
of Congress, a cry was made, ‘“* The Clergy were aiming a blow at the 
institutions of our Republic, that would shake it to its centre, and del- 
uge it in blood,” we deemed it as the airy phantom of a mind distor- 
ted by prejudice ; and trusting to the liberal and enlightened policy 
of the Representatives of the Nation, gave .urselves very little un- 
easiness about a question, apparently of so little importance. But 
when we marked the progress of the Bill in that august assembly, 
and had read the truth-breathing Report of Ricuanp M Jonnson, to 
gether with the determined, yet fallacious reply of Mr. McCreery, 
we saw, at once, something too serious in the aspect of this affair, 
to be any longer viewed with indifference or indecision. It was 
time for all to act who had the welfare of our country at heart, or 
whose faith was based upon the immutable principles of the Char- 
ter of our Independence—the Constitution. The veto that was put 
upon the measure at that time, was thought to be sufficient evidence 
of its unpopular oature, and we fully believed we should hear no 
more about petitioning Congress, on this subject.

SUNDAY MAILS, 


We perceive this stale subject is again to occupy the deliberations 
of Congress, notwithstanding they have so decidedly and repeatedly 
put the matter at rest. The men who want Congress to legislate in 
favor of their religion to the exclusion of all others, seem determin- 
ednot “to take no for an answer.” Do they suppose the whole 
nation are to be obliged to conform to their notions of Sunday ? 
They pretend that the mere circumstance of a Majl Coach passing 
through the street once, or possibly twice.in twenty-four hours, dis- 
turbs their devotions ; but are very willing to be disturbed by the 
noise of the private carriages of our rich citizens, rolling to and 
from church from four to six times aday! Suppose that quiet sect 
of Christians, the Quukers, backed by many thousands of other 
quiet citizens, who are fond of repose, should petition Congress to 
stop the everlasting ding-dong of our Chureh bells on Sundays, un- 
der pretence tha: it disturbed their devotions! What would be said 
to this by our “ christian party in politics?” | Would they not think 
these quiet people rather fastidious ? and yc@here is more good rea- 
son for this, than for stopping a solitary mail coach, which pasres 
your door, and perhaps is heard no more forthe day. The stunning 
noise of these bellsis no part of christianity ; there is no evidence 
that they were thus used by the primitive christians : they are very 
useful in rousing our citizeng in time of fire, but they are any thing 
but incentives to calm devotion; and they who do not use them 
have good reason to complain of this useless interruption of their 
pious meditations. Besides this, there are no mails run on Sunday 
except on the principal mail routes, and the probability is, that nine- 
ty-nine in a hundred of these petitioners are never annoyed by the 
sound of a mail coach on Sunday. Most of this pretence of being 
disturbed in their devotions is, therefore, merely hypocritical—no 
thing more than @ pertinacious wilful determination to make every 
individual, whether Jew or Christian, Mahometan or Pagan, conform 
to the dictation of the Ecclesiastical synod, or ‘* Christian party in 
politics.” 

Last year the prayer of their petitions was to repeal so much of 
the law regulating the Post Office departmet, as required the trans- 
portation of the mails on Sunday. We recollect an argument 
on which they dwelt with much apparent candor at that time,. 
was, that they asked for the passing of no new Jaw, but only the re- 
peal of a part of a law which required the transmission of mails on 
Sunday, and surely, they thought it but reasonable, not to make it 
imperative on the P. M. General to commit this wicked act of estab- 
lishing Sunday mails. But here, not having examined the law, they 
found they were at fault ; there was no such law ; the matter is leit 
entirely with the Postmaster General. The law says :—‘* He shall 
provide forthe carriage of the mail on al] post roads that are, or may 
be established by law and as often as he, having »egard to the pro 
ductivencss thereof, and other circumstances, shal/ think proper.” 
Having failed on this point, they now forward their ::emorials 
‘* praying that the transmission on Sunday of the United States’ 
Mail, may be prohibited by Jaw.”” They must now abafidon an ar- 
gument on which they have hitherto much relied, for when accused 
of wishing to have¢ laws passed to favor particular sects, they said 
**no, we only want a law repealed, which operates oppressively on 
pious Uhristian Postmasters.” But sure## they will not now deny 
that they wish Congress to legislate and pass laws favoring their 
particuiar sect, to the exclusion of all others. 

The subject has now, in the House of Representatives, been com- 
mitted to the Committee of the Whole on the state of the Union, 
and not, as heretofore, referred to the Post office committee. We 
are glad of this—we shall now see what the gentlemen in the House 
have to say on the subject, pro and con. We shall know who are in 
favor of a law religion, and who are not; and we hope the people 
at the next Congressional election, will bear this subject in mind.
